TWENTY FEET IN AIR. 


A Frightful Wreck on the Louisville and 
Nashville. 

FRANKLIN, Ky., May 29.—[Special.]—One of 
the most disastrous wrecks that ever occurred 
on the Louisville and Nashville road occurred 
about two miles from this city this evening, 
caused by the explosion of the boiler on freiglit 
train No. 11. Henry Quinn, the engineer, was 
killed instantly, and his mangled remaius 
were found in a field some distance from the 
wreck.

Would Mr. Thurman Accept if 
Nominated? 


THAT SEEMS TO BE. THE QUESTOIN 


Politicians Are Askiug — Gray’s Friends 
and Thett Boom—The Veto of the 
Coiumbus Public Building Bait. 
cL 

WASHINGTON, May 29,—(Special.]—The 
Thurman boom for the viée-presidency was 
again the topic of political comment at the 
capital today. It seems to have grown rathor 
than diminished,and it is evident that the ma- 
jority of eongressm enfavor President Cleve- 
land’s selection. The opinion was repeatedly 
expressed today that the sudden prominence 
given to Mr. Thurman’s name means a cut 
and dried convention. In other words, that 
the convention will carry out Mr. Cleveland's 
wishes, 

Representative Amos J Cummings, of New 
York, who has given clcse attention to the po- 
litical situation, said today in reply to a ques- 
tion that he did not believe the old Roman 
would accept the nomination if tendered; 
that he was too big a man for the place. 

Senator Brown does not think that Mr. 
Thurman is at the age or in the vigorons health 
that is likély to induce his re-entrance into ac- 
tive politics. However, the vast majority do 
not lock at it in this light. 

Some of Mr. Gray’s friends yet seem to hope, 
but_are growing uneasy at the proportions 
which the Thurman movement is assuming 
and are endeavoring to check it. They are 
contending that ex-Senator Thurman is too 
old forthe nomination and that it ought not 
to be made, for the reason that there is not a 
chance of carrying Ohio for the democratic 
ticket; that Indiana can be carried and that 
her position, as the pivotal western state, en- 
titles her to the honor of naming the vice 
presidential candidate. 

The engrossing question in regard to Mr. 
Thurman seems to be, will he accept? No- 
body seems to know positively, but Ohio dem- 
ocrats, who have known him for years, say 
that he is not the man to deny his party any 
service he ean render. It is the opinion of 
many congressmen thatif Mr, Thurman will 
consent to the use of his name he will be nom- 
inated by acclamation. 

An alieged letter is printed here tonight 
which itis said wasfound in the possession ofa 
junk dealer, who buys waste paper from the 
white house, purporting to be a draft of a letter 
declining the rencminaticn for the presidency. 
The general impression is that the whole mat- 
ter isa “‘fake,’’ and that no such letter was

THE MILLS BILL. 

The Mills bill is becoming considerably 
mixed,and 4f£.the democrats in caucus con- 
tinue to amend it, as they have at the last two 
caucuses, the bill will undoubtedly satisfy all 
the democrats, aad even many republicans. 
It is about as the Star says: 

If the democratic caucus continues toreduce the 
free list and restore old duties wuolly or in part to 
this.thatand the other article of import, there is 
no telling what will have become of the Mills bill 
by the time it is ready for a yote inthe house. The 
situation recalls the familiar illustration of the boy’s 
jack-knife, which first had to have its binde replaced 
and then its handle, bat which was still claimed to 
be the same knife, after every part of its criginal 
structure had been disearded. No wonder Mr. Mills 
wants to call a halt. 

The president has plainly shown that he 
has become wearied of attaching his signature 
of approval to public building bills. He has 
vetoed a half dozen of late, and much to the 
surprise of everyone, and especially Mr. 
Grimes, today vetoed the bill appropriating 
$100,000 to erect a building at Columbus, Ga, 

When the veto was read Mr. Grimes was 
surprised and disappointed, but did not abuse 
the president, as many others before him have 
done. However, an attempt will probably be 
made to pass the bill over the veto. Mr. 
Grimes’s short career in congress has been re- 
markably successful up to today, but the veto 
has destroyed much of his work. It would 
not be amiss to state in connection with this 
veto that it contains somewhat of a history of 
facts which have not yet been fully made 
clear, but from whispered consultations over 
it today, it appears that the author of the bill 
has an enemy in the camp of the delegation. 

OFF TO 8T. LOUIS. 

Seventy-five of the Washington correspon- 
dents leave for the St, Louis convention 
Thursday morning, on a special vestibule 
train, as the guests of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road company. This will leave Washington 
with only fifty correspondents, and it is safe 
to predict from past experience when the 
wires were all down last winter, that congress 
will accomplish no vast amount of work.

First Day’s Proceedings of the 
Woman's 


CHRISTIAN TEMPERANCE UNION 


Adfress of Welcome by Mrs. Hicks—Annual 
‘Report of Mrs. Sibley—Reports of 
Local Unions Received.

The state convention of the Women’s Chris- 
tian Temperance union met yesterday morning 
at 9 o’clock at the First Bantist church. The 
pulpit and platform presented a most beautiful 
appearance in the graceful garniture of ever- 
greens, grasses, tlowers. The white faces of 
magnolias peeped out here and there amid the 
green festoonings, and just in front of the pul- 
pit a group ofglorious geraniums lifted their 
red hands in lovely content. On the platform 
stood four baune That of the Atlanta W. 
C. T. U. is blue and white. Then there were 
the bermers of the Atlan‘a young W. C. T.U., 
the state W.c. T. U. and the Band of Hope. 

Thestate banner was presented by Mrs. W. 
C. Sibley: It is an exquisite pieco of work. It 
is blue satin bordered with gold. It bears a 
painting of the coat of arms of Georgia 
crowned by an open cotton boll anda cluster 
of Cherokee roses. 

Cotton means ‘‘Weagree.”’ The Cherokee 
rose suggests prohibition, beeause it is associ- 
ated with the hedges of Cherokee roses, which 
surround so many Georgia homes. So the 
er ery of the design is, ‘‘We agree to pro- 

ri bit.” ; 

At nine o’clock Mrs. President W. C. Sibley 
called the convention to order. ‘Work for 
the Night is Coming,’’ was sung and Mrs. 8S. 
F. Chapin, of Charieston, offered a touchin 
ptayer. Mrs, I. M. Hicks, of Atlanta, rea 
the address of welcome. The liquor men had 
s2idthat the women never knew when they 
were beaten. She admitted this and stated 
that the W, C. T. U. in Atlanta were doing 
more work than ever before. She urged the 
ladies to keep up the labor of love and con- 
cluded with a warm welcome to the delegates. 

The roll of delegates was catled. Some of 
the respenses were too faint to be heard. Mrs. 
Chapin requested the ladies to rise and repeat 
with her a verse of Scripture. 

Mrs, Chapin said: ‘Weare here to dothe 
Lord’s work according to his word, and not 
according to public opinion. Don’t be afraid 
that you will pitch your voices too high. Let 
every lady speak so thatallean hear. There 
is nothing immodest in speaking your own 
bames.”’ 

The call of the roll did not take long after 
that little speech. 

Mrs. Sibley now read her annual address. 

She reviewed the work done in the W. C. T. 
U. devartment. There were some striking 
passages in this address, as follows: 

‘Sce what the union has done in uniting the 
north and the south, the east end the west, 
and in breaking down sectarian prejudices 
with its broad chams and sisterly love, embrac- 
ing humanity in it work.” 

‘It has been the chief factor in advancing 
local option, statutory prohibition and constitu- 
tional amendment.’’ 

‘*Its efforts for scientific temperance instruc- 
tion in public schools have been instrumental 
in securing it in thirty-four states, besides the 
territories, district of Columbia, and all the 
colored schools in the United States, thus fore- 
warning and fore-arming more than half the 
children against the evil effects of alcohol 
upon the human system. 

‘It has founded a temperance paper and pub- 
lish'ng house which distributes millions of 
pages of temperance literature throughout the 
country overy year, and pays a respectable 
dividend to its stockholders.” 

‘It has founded a temperance hospital where 
alcohol is excluded from the treatment of pa- 
tients and which bears the record that in the 
eight months of its existence one hundred 
and thirty-eight patients have been treated 
without a drop of alcohol and not one has 
died. There were severe surgical cases among 
them that had hitherto been considered im- 
possiple to treat without alcohol. Can any 
other hospital exceed this record ? 

‘Its evangelistic work is among al! classes, 
especially the non-charch-going people, rail- 
way employes, soldiers and sailors, lumber- 
men and miners,and drinking men of all 
classes, besides its effort to reach the pauper 
and the prisoner,and to establish reformato- 
ries and homes for inebriates and outeasts. 

‘‘It has thoroughly permeated public senti- 
ment by its steady advance upon the press of 
the country, committee lecteres, mass meet- 
ings and conventions till the ae of the 
saloon’ and ‘protection of the home’ have be- 
come the watchword of the people and the 
war cry of governmental leaders,.”’ 

“Tt has sought to purify the holidays of the 
people at is fairs, celebrations, encampment; 
and exyo ‘itions in providing wholesome refresh 
ments, temperance drinks, and its free distri- 
bition of temperance and religious literature.”’ 

‘It has battled for the maintenance of the 
American Sabbath and the banishment of in- 
toxicating drinks from the sasorament of the 
Lord’s table.” 

‘‘It has circulated countless petitions to in- 
fluentia] bodies, syno's, conferences, teachers 
associations, and medical societies, besides 
legislature and congress and with the one ob- 
ject and plea: ‘We beseech you to refrain 
from the use of alcoholic and to outlaw the 
traftic.’”’ 

“Of late years, it has bravely championed 
the cause of “Social Purity’ and the ‘White 
Cross’ movement,” 

‘*And last, but not least, it has sent forth 
the call to all civilized lands for the union of 
womanhood against the liquor cause, and a 
missionary into heathen lands to arouse them 
there against the foe that Christendom has 
thrust upon them to ruin them in this world, 
to destroy more effectually their chances of 
salvation.” 

Mrs. Sibley’s address over, Mrs. Chapin re- 
quested all the ladies who wished to thank 
the president for her address, to rise. 

All the delegates rose, and Mrs. Sibley 
thanked them for their appreciation. 

By request of Miss Missouri Stokes, Rev. H. 
H. Parks and Miss Ella Powell led the singing 
of the coronation hymn. 

Mrs. E. T. Dennis, of St. Louis, was invited 
tothe platform.

The Negro Will Work His Own Destiny. 

The discussion inthe Presbyterian assem- 
bly in Philadelphia over the position of the 

colored race in the south, in its connection 
with the church, was characterized by 
pretty much the same points as have been 
made in other similar discussions. 

It seems that this question has been the 
chief obstacle in the way of the unison of 
the northern and southern Presbyterian 
churches. The latter holds that the col- 
ored people should be organized in separate 
synods, and the former contended for a 
general organization covering both races. 
No definite action was agreed upon, and 
the matter was referred to a committee. 

The negro will work out his own destiny 
if let alone, and no interference by the 
church or state will do anything toward 
benefiting his condition or giving him ad- 
vantages or rights which he would not 
otherwise have, and by which his position 
will: be improved, any more than it will be 
improved in the general order of things. 
The colored people are thoroughly compe- 
tent to take care of themselves, and they 
should not be troubled by outside interfer- 
ence, They prefer to have their church 
organizations separately, and it is man+ 
festly better for them that this should be so. 

To force any other solution of this fea- 
ture of the social question would work more

About Evolution. 

The discussion of the theory of evolu- 
tion that has been going on in the 
highest court of the Southern Presbyterian 
church has attracted a great deal of atten- 
tion not only among members of that 
church but among people of all creeds, 

Our telegrams have duly recorded the 
points involved in the case of Dr. Woodrow, 
the charges against him and his defense, as 
well as the decision of the Presbgterian 
body before whom he was tried. The 
whole matter is exceedingly interesting and 

_ Suggestive. Dr. Woodrow’s position, as 
we understand it, may be briefly stated to 
be a belief that the theory of evolution is 
not incompatible with a belief in the divine 
tevelation of the scriptures. 

During the debate a distinguished doctor 
of divinity remarked with a touch of humor 
that “evolution is probably the true theory, 
It is going on now, and is only suspended 
in the case of a number of Presbyterian di- 
vines, who have gotten into ruts and who 
cannot get out of them,” As the synod 
received this remark with a ripple of laugh- 
ter, the presumption is that the decision 
against Dr. Woodrow was more formal than 
intolerant. 

We print elsewhere an extract from a 
letter contributed by Dr. Wm. E. Boggs rela- 
tive tothis question of evolution and re- 
vealed religion. It is interesting, just as 
the editorial in the Appeal, that drew it out, 
is interesting; but the whole matter appears 
to us to be a tremendous botheration 
ebout nothing. : 

_ Evolution is a plausible theory, but it is 
not a strictly scientific theory; for evolu- 
tion with a living God behind it is quite as 
miraculous and as mysterious as the crea- 
tion of Adam out of the dust of ‘the earth.

Evolution and the Presbyterians, 
Dr. Widian E. Boggs in Memphis Appeal. 

In this position of Dr. Woodrow, (which is 
the only part that concerns the church at all), he 
is sustained by a respectable and growing minority 
in his own church; but, in the church-at-large, by 
the overwhelming majority of the great thinkers 
and writers of our times, I nime sa few—Dr; Robert 
Flint, divinity professor in the Presbyterian univer- 
sity of Elinburg, Seotland; Professor Calderwood 
moral phildsophe chair, fin thé Eine faster? 
Professor‘Henry Drummond,of Gacow Presbyterian 
university, whose immortal book, ‘'Natural Laws in 
the Spiritual World,” has passed through its fifty-sec- 
ond edition, gJaad now yields/him the handsome sum 


of $15,000 per annum in royalties.. Every line of the 


book assumes the truth of evolution, and yet the 
Free church, of Scotland, raised him.atonce to his 
professorship upon the reputation gained by his 
work! Mr. Gladstone, in bis diséussidn of Mr. In- 
gersoll, takes the same ground, as anybody can see 
by reading his article in the May number of the 
North American review: And Mr. Gladstone for the 
first time, so far L-know, adduces in this connection 
the words of Bishop. Butler, confessedly the .ablest 
defender of Christianity in modern times, showing 
beyond a doubt that Bishop Butler’s patient and 
calm refiection had already entertained, as far back 
as May, 1736 (the date of his wmaster-piece, The 
Analogy of Religion to the Course and Constitution 
of Nature), the great thought which Darwin 
has developed with unrivaled power and 
cogency. See Nurth American Review for May. 
The venerable James’ McCosh, D. D., LL.D., ex- 
president of Princeton college (Presbyterian), is just 
out in a book, ‘The Religiou: Aspect of Evolution,”’ 
in which he takes the self-same position as my 
friend, Professor Woodrow.

In giving the opening address on the ist instant, 
of the United Presbyterian church, Theological hall, 
Edinburg, the Rev. Professor Paterson discussed the 
question, “Is the| Science of Biblical Interpretation 
Progressive, like other Sciences, or is it not?” The 
true reason, he said, why the Bible would continue 
tobea living book toall coming generations was 
that iis words kept growing in fullness of 
meaning in proportion to the growing intelligence 
of those who read them. They were thus, in the 
deepest and most real sense, a revelation not mere- 
ly to the generations that first received them, but to 
all succeeding generations—a revelation which 
gained in clearness of outline and in fullness of de- 
tail, with every increase of human knowledge 
whencesoever obtained. The grandest result that 
had been obtained from the patient investigations 
of the thinkers and scientists of the past generation, 
and of the. generation that was just passing, had 
been the establishment of the evolution theory as a 
living and molding influence. No one who bad his 
eyes open to the signs of the times could doubt that 
the most fruitful of all hypotheses—to use no strong- 
er a term—was the evolution hypothesis—[applause] 
—and though nota few of the in‘erences which it 
was suppose | might be legitimately drawn from it 
had been already proved false, it was nevertheless 
an unquestionable fact that the theory itself had not 
only been accepted by almost all the acknowledged 
leaders of thought, but had been recognized, as all 
great truths were eventually recognized, by the 
masses Of ordinary men. Indeed, there was no ex- 
aggeretion in describing this theory as the chief 
permanent contribution of the nineteenth century 
to the thought and faith of mankind, [Applause.] 

It certainly sounds queerly to hear The Appeal 
saying the same thing in part as the over-conserva- 
tive type of Presbyterians who, like the Bourbon 
princes, may be said “‘to learn nothing and to torget 
nothing.’’ Butsoitis. And inthe fact we find an 
illustration of the trite saying, “extremes meet.’’ 

The exact point of agreement between The Ap- 
peal and the ultra-conservative Presbyterians Hes in 
the affirmation of the same premiss, viz: Between 
the Bible and evolution there is a mutua! contradic- 
tionand exclusion. The difference is that they assert 
the truth of the Bible, and therefore the falsity of 
evolution, while the Appeal assumes the truth of 
evolution, and therefore erroneousness of the Bible. 
The difference is by no means unimportant, but un- 
fortunately it is the proposition in which they agree 
that is doing the mischief. Our young people by 
the 1,000 and by the 10,000 are being taught that 
evolution is true, They see it constantly asserted 
by such masters of science as Dana, Leconte, Gray 
and a hoste of others. Hence, when the Appeal 
and its “orthodox” friends convince these young 
pons that “between the Bible and evolution there 
s a mutual contradiction and exclusion” you have 
done much toward making infidels ofthem I wish 
that the Appeal would make them sce this impor- 
tant truth, for they will not listen to me,

successorship. It has been proposed to abolish the 


1 fice of chancellor, erecting in its steed that ot chair- 


man Of the faculty, the incumbent to be selected by 
his colleagues, Other sugg<stions equally subver- 
sive of the old order of things have been offered, and 
the public gazettes from day to day have teemed 
with articles relating to the university, its manage- 
ment and the chancellorship. The names of prom- 
inent Georgians, of distinguished alumni, of famous 
edcators have been nominated by the friends of the 
university, bnt in no instance of note has a nomina- 
tion been made where the nominee has signified a 
willingness to give up.private and present interests 
to acce; ¢ so responsinie and onerous an office. The 
place is attractive beyond the ordinary office of the 
day. It is one of power, of influence, of dignity, and 
it has been well said ‘‘as honorable and responsible 
as the curule chair of state.” But -it isa place 
that one dare not accept unless the conscionsness is 
bis that he has the requisite gifts and talents to 
worthily discharge the trust, for this is no oflice 
where the unworthy would have his unworthiness 
more quickly disclosed. 

The refusal or unwillingnéss of the many whose 
names have been connected with the vacancy to 
permit the use of their names, is but a tacit admis- 
sion of the grave responsibilities of the office, and 
on the other hand, in the case of some, but an addi- 
tional recommendation to the fitness of their nomi- 
nation. The public mind, which must be satisfied 
in this matter, has decided that there are certain 
attributes and requirements essential to a successful 
administration of the office. To go contrary to pub- 
lic opinion ina matter ofso much moment, is to 
court disaster; the university is a public institution 
and its trustees are wise enough to let the public 
pulse be telt in their deliberation. 

Through the secular press an intelligent constitu- 
ency has declared that it is necessary tor the new 
chancellor to be a man of high scholarship, of 
superb executive ability, of the strictest integrity, 
of the most liberal views, of Christian character, 
and in addition to these many and excellent attri- 
butes, not one whose election will make his admin- 
istration a mere experiment, The institution is too 
old to have an inexperienced man at the helm, and 
is freighted with too much that fs valuable and pre- 
cious to risk itself upon unknown seas, 

To look for the man gifted with the requisite en- 
dowment would seem to be superfiuous—and yet 
such qualities ara not rare, and are frequently found 
among our acquaintance; but rarely indeed do we 
meet with them all centered in the individual, each 
shining brightly by reason of its own luster, and 
taking on even greater brilliancy from the reflected 
Leauty of its companions. 

And yet the cify of Athens can furnish the man 
needed in this crisis—the man, all must confess, 
singularly competent to discharge the fanetions of 
the great office—the man whose competency has 
already been developed, and to whom the inter- 
regnum was given by the trustees without one dis- 
senting voice, 

Educated In that famous military school of St. 
Cyr, near Paris; early taught that obedience was 
the first principle the soldier must learn, the young 
cadet was trained to command. Gifted with fine 
natural abilities, the thorcugh education he re- 
ceived brought out and developed his mental 
growth, and tie fortune of life placed him in those 
positions where his mental activity was 
not permitted to grow indolent from 
inaction.

It was natural, therefore, fora distinenished trus- 
tee, upon hearing the demise of Chancellor Mell, to 
epeak-of Colonel Charbounier as his fitting suceessor; 
it was natural, therefore, when the board of trus- 
tees, divided by conflicting interests, to delegate to 
him the authority to rule during the interregnum; 
and it is natural to all who know the quiet but in- 
tense force of the man to see the un yersity progress- 
ing as surely and as easily onward as if death had 
never entered her council chamber and taken 
therefrom her chosen and appointed one. 
The nature of the office will not -permit 
of the usual methods t¢ at are resorted to by men 
anxious to obiain preferment—those who know the 
man, his modest and quiet demeanor, wel pow 
that he would never coh‘ént to a Ganvas the 
place.

His colleagues, accustumed to his resence 
and his present position, could feel no slight if it 
was made permanent, and the natural feeling that 
would be produced at the election of a chancellor 
from the outside to the exclusion of faithful ser- 
vanis would not rise. Colonel Charbonnier’s elec- 
tion would please all factions. would redound to 
the honor of the trustees and push onwanl the 
growing fortunes of the university, the alma mater 
of so many distinguished men. '

Attempt to Save the Lives of Her 
Children—Crops Ruined. 


PrirTsBurG, Pa., May 29.—The storm which 
swept over eastern Ohio, West Virginia and 
western Pennsylvania yesterday afternoon 
was of a very destructive character, and the ag- 
gregate loss to buildings, crops and railroad 
and telegraph Jines will foot up many thou- 
sands of dollars. 

Several lives were also Sacrificed and a num- 
ber of persons were injured. About Point 
Pleasant and Huntington, West Virginia, at 
Canton, Ohio, Beaver county, Pennsylvania, 
and through the oil regions the storm was 
particularly severe, the hail falling in torrents 
while the wind was very violent. Near Ra- 
venswood, West Virginia, Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liam Powell were killéd by lightning while 
sitting in their home. 

At Charleston, West Virginta, Mrs. Robert 
Shannon was killed by a falling tree. At 
Bridgeport, Ohio, a six-year-oldson of Joseph 
Powell was caught by arush of water in a 
narrow ravine and drowned. Two compan- 
ions made a narrow escape. 

At Bellaire, Ohio, a railroad brakeman 
named Castelled was killed while endeavoring 
to manage the train during the storm. . 

At Canton. Ohio, houses are lifted from 
their foundations, and the steeples of several 
churches were wrecked. The south wing of 
the New Hamden Watch works, 200 feet in 
length and three stories high, was blown down 
and is a total wreck, and the Duebar Watch 
Case Works were badly damaged. There were 
many narrow escapes from death by the fall of 
the Hampden building. 

A workman named Miller was probably 
fatally hurt, and Joseph Myers, another em- 
ploye, seriously injured. The loss is estimated 
at 570,000, 

In Beaver county, Pa., fully $20,000 worth 
of damage wes done to property by the storm, 
but as faras known no one was injured. 

At Oil City the roof of the Arlington hotel 
was blown off, and the guests rushed from the 
building, panic-stricken. Titusville also suf- 
fered severely. 

Frank Burchfield, of Pleasantville, while 
crossing Pine creek bridge in a buggy, was 
blown over into the water, the vehicle reduced 
to splinters and the horse lifted bodily and 
carried 100 yards. Burchfield was hardly 
Mrs. Barber and family, who were out 
driving, were also thrown from their carriage 
and slightly injured. Through the oil regions 
+ haonigaag were blown down and much damage 

one. 

About this city the storm was not so heavy, 
but specials from many ether points represent 
hail falling as large as hens’ eggs. Telegraph 
lines are down badly, and in many places the 
railroad tracks are covered with debris from 
the hills. The damage -to orchards has been 
lpm heayy, many trees in regions vis- 
ited by hail being stripped of every leaf, and 
other 7. suffered in a corresponding degree. 
The total loss will probably reach several hun- 
dred thousand dollars. 

A TOWN IN DANGER. 

Sioux City, Ia., May 29.—The Missouri 
river has begun its ravages here again and 
since yesterday morning has cut 150 feet into 
the shore on the Nebraska side directly oppo- 
site this city. The cutting was so rapid that 
buildings could not moved and a two-story 
building is hanging over the water and will 
fallsoon. If the cutting keeps up at the same 
rate the entire town of Covington will be swept 
away in afew days. The banks stand tenor 
fifteen feet high and great masses become dis- 
ingaged into the rapid current every few 
minutes. Several years ago a good share of 
the original town site was engulfed, and last 
summer g large tract on the lowa side was 
swallowed tp. 

; COVERED WITH ICE. 

Cuicaco, May 20.—Dispatches from west- 
ern and northern Illinois report that the rain 
and hail storm of Sunday night and yesterday 
did considerable damage, aabdiail to the 
fruit crop. A great many horses and several 
head of cattle were killed by lightning. Four 
buildings were damaged to a considerable ex- 
tent, and in Elgin thousands of panes of glass 
were broken and chimneys destroyed. Reports 
from Lowa and Kansas say the fall of hail was 
terrific andthe rain descended in torrents. 
Hail stones were piled up and drifted in many 
places from two to four feet deep in the morn- 
ing, and large sections of the country were 
covered with asheet of ice. The damage to 
gardens, fruit trees and vegetation is incalcu- 
lable. Windows were broken, vegetables 
beaten into the ground and fruit and forest 
trees stripped of their foliage. 

DROWNED IN THE TORRENT. 

Two children, a son and a daughter of Hugh 
Beckett, fourteen miles southeast of Beatrice, 
Neb., were drowned during the heavy rain 
Sunday night. Mrs. Beckett and four children 
were at home alone when the rain came up. 
The house stands near a stream, in which the 
water rose rapidly. Fearing the house would 
be washed away, Mrs. Beckett, taking two 
children aged four and five years, and, bidding 
her eightcen-year-o!d daughter follow with the 
baby, left the house. In crossing a small gully 
the mother became frightened and fell, losing 
hold of the children, who were swept away in 
the stream below, where they met their death. 
The other daughter and baby, after a severe 
struggle with the torrent, reached the shore 
and were saved.

The royal pair after- 
wards drove along the line and later reviewed 
the parade of the troops from the terrace. 

The emperor drove in an open carriage this 
evening for an hour and a half. He was ac- 
companied by the empress and Dr. Mackenzie. 
Afterwards he spent an hour in the park. His 
condition is favorable.
